editorial comment nor public opin­ 
ion came to the aid of legislation in 
the last session of the general asse­ 
mbly which would have made such 
a removal possible,” Mr. Barrett de­ 
clared. 
Continuing, he said: 
“In nearly every other state the 
power is given to the governor or 
attorney general to remove county 
officers who are guilty of malfeas­ 
ance In office. 
In 
Missouri 
the 
counties are self governing in that 
respect and county officers can he 
removed only bv proeedings started 
before afocal grand jury. Any citi­ 
zen may start such proceedings by 
filing an affidavit and the citizen I 
has just as much power in that re- j 
gard as any officer of the state.
